3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art does 
not disclose switched reluctance machine with controller being programmed to analyze 
phase current feedback and control power converter to inject diagnostic pulses into any 
of the phase windings in which current is below a predetermined level to determine the 
position of rotor relative to stator with respect to the rest of the claim.
